VICTORY AND YOUR RED CROSS 
Cessation of hostilities in Europe does not 


mean that our Red Cross job is done there, 
and it is just beginning in the Pacific and at 
home. 


In Europe Retl Cross workers must remain 


with American troops until they are re- 
turned home. More than ever they will be 
needed to bring cheer to tired, homesick 
soldiers awaiting demobilization and to un- 
tangle demoralizing personal and family 
problems. 


In the Pacific our task will become more 


complex and infinitely greater as the fighting 
increases in intensity and casualties mount. 
We must keep Red Cross field directors with 
combat units, trained Red Cross workers in 
the hospitals and experienced Red Cross per- 
sonnel in our clubs. 


On the home front we face new and chal- 


lenging problems in providing skilled assist- 
ance to returning veterans, both hospitalized 
and able-bodied. Our workers must remain 
in the hospitals until the last soldier and 
sailor is discharged. Our chapters must stay 
fully mobilized (o aid ex-servicemen through 
the complexities oi! their return to civilian 
life. 


These are unfinished tasks which we have 


proudly begun and which we must proudly 
finish. Each is urged lo carry on his share 
with the same spirit and the same enthu- 
siasm which for the past three years has dis- 
tinguished the work for the Red Cross. Now 
more than ever your help is needed.

"At Century's Turn" 


By H. L. VAN DEUSEN 


The passing of tile little steam 


yachts from -the 
Hudson river 


scene was recalled to my mind 
the other day when 1 read an old 
clipping of June 6, 1919, 
which 


told of the sale that day of the 
steam yacht C. A. Shultz to Cap- 
tain Ulster Davis of Albany. 


Captain Davis, according to the 


clipping, bought the yacht to use 
her to tow barges on • the Erie 
canal. 


For years the Shultz had plied 


the waters of the Rondout creek 
between Rondout and Eddyvillc. 


As a boy I remember when the 


old Queen of the Hudson, the Mary 
Powell, would berth at the landing 
at the foot of Broadway, that the 
Shultz would meet the" Queen and 
transfer the passengers for vil- 
lages between Rondout and Eddy- 
ville, along the creek front, and 
convey them to their destinations 


In the years before the first 


World War in 1918, and before 
liiere were as many pus lines as 
there are today, there were 
number of "these little steam 
yachts who made the Rondout 
creek their home port, and plicc 
between Glasco and Rondout, and 
beUveen Rondout and Poughkeep- 
sie and Newburgh, as well as 
others running on the Rondout- 
Eddyville route.

.table or to leave it in the lap. It 
is also correct to cat with the 
fork held in the left hand. But 
that is another question.

Dear Mrs. Post: (1) What about 


the propriety of a woman remov- 
ing the coat to' a suit and' sitting 
in her blouse? Is it acceptable? 
(2) Is it permissible for a man 
to remove his coat and sit in his 
shirt sleeves when the weather 
is torrid, either (a) at home or 
tb) in his office? 


Answer: (1) If it is a real blouse 


(or 
shirtwaist) reaching 
from 


shoulders to waist (or below) and 
with a certain amount of sleeve, 
it is perfectly proper—in fact, 
correct office dress. (2) (a) Polo 
shirt, yes; long-sleeved shirt, no. 
(b) In a draughting room or 
wherever a man works with his 
hands, yes. If he works with his 
mind alone, no. (Alone in his office 
a thermometer in the 80's prob- 
ably would decide -his right to 
take off his coat and to roll up 
his sleeves and open his collar. 
If his business requires him to 
see visitors, he'll probably be ex- 
pected to consider propriety.)
